light, The modern type of machine nand
method was also developed In Philadel-
phia In 126394,

This machine wan designed mot only to
project the plotures, but nlne to  toke
them, and smployed all tho essential
roquisites of tha modern motion pleture
machine, It employed resln of (ims
which had thelr slde edges perforated to
fit, sproocket wheela which wore Intermit.
tently rotated to feod the Nim with a step
by step motion, The winding devices for
taling tha projocted Alm were nutomatic.
A shutter was used which revalved, to In-
termittently cat off tha lght when the
Mm was belng shifted,

The entire contrivinee wis the Invens
tlan of Mudolph Melville Hunter, of 1011
Chestnut street. e not only bullt the
machinge for taking and proje¢ting the
pletures, but also the machine for per-
forating the Nlms. These mathines are
now at his inboratory,

In 18M, Mr. Hunter arranged for the
purchnse of n hall for exhibiting it, for
witlehh he pald 2L00. and Immedintely
therealter he executed contracts for sale
of Buropean rights, which contracts were
alignod and seiled on Apell 6, 1505,

Thomas A. Edison brought out the
Armit Vatascope In November, 1806 and
first exhiblted It in New York on Jid
stract, at least two years afler the Hunter
mnchine hnd been developed. C, F. Jon-
king, of Washington, was working con-
tempornneously with Edison and produced
the Phinntoscape, and about the same time
other machines—Eldelogcope, Clnemato-
graph and Biograph—wert braught forth
here nnd abrond, The fact remainng how-

ever, that Mr. Hunter's machine ante«
dated all of these, Including that of Edl-
son, and was the Nrat of this type of

machine. Philndelphin Ja therefore doubly
entitled to clalm the birthplace of the
moving pleture maching, not only gen-
grieally, but alse gpecifically, oovering the
modern type.
